Takeo Miki, anti-Kishi leader

At a press conference, Miki 
made public a written recom- 
mendation he had submitted ear- 
lier to Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi as a means of break- 
ing the current political im-

Miki’s proposals contained the 
following points: 

1. The Diet should go into a 
recess to allow the leaders of 
the political parties tc negotiate;

4. All political parties should

Neutrality 
Impossible in 
World Today: 
Fujiyama 


Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama said yesterday that 
neutrality is impossible for any 
nation in the world today unless 
International conditions “are 
perfect for it.” 

Fujiyama made the remark in 
answer to a question at a ses 
sion of the House of Councillors 
Security Treaty Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee. 

The Foreign Minister pointed 
out that Belgium was invaded 
by German troops in two world 
wars, despite its policy of neu- 
trality, because of its delicate 
geographical position of form- 
ing a gap between Britain and 
Germany. 

Commenting on the possi- 
bility of Japan organizing a 
“Pacific Common Market,” Fuji- 
yama emphasized that Japan| 
must first actively assist in the 
economic development. of South- 
east Asian nations. Nothing 
like the European Common Mar- 
ket can be created in this part 
of the world unless its member 
nations are economically devel- 
oped to an + ot ae equal 
degree, he added. 

Only the Liberal-Democratic 
members were present at the 
committee yesterday as was the 
case on the two previous days. 

Committee member Mamoru 
Nagano, stressing the impor- 
tance of Japan-US. economic 
cooperation, questioned the Gov- 
ernment on economic problems 
under Article 2 of the new Ja- 
pan-U.S. Security Treaty. 

Pointing out that the Japa- 
economy depends to a 
large degree om the U.S.. Na- 
gano warned that Japan's sur. 
vival would be threatened as 
soon as its relations with 
America were severed. 

Therefore, he said, Japan 
should promptly ratify the new 
pact.

Wataro Kanno, director of 
the Economic Planning Agency, 
explained that Japan's trade 
with the US. accounted for 
about 30 per cent of its total 
trade volume. 

Mathematically, he said, de 
terioration of the Japan-U.S. re 
lations will affect Japan's trade 
by “30 per cent,” but he added, 
“I don't think this is what will 
actually happen.” 

Kanno predicted that such a 
situation would deal a telling 
blow to the Japanese economy.

The reports said the Chinese 
are bringing up reinforcements 
from Tingri Dzong, 25 miles 
west of Shekar Dzong (Dzong 
means a combination of fort 
and monastery.) Tingri is one 
of the major Communist Chi- 
nese Army bases in Tibet. 
"here also is an airfield there, 
but there is no indication so far 
the Chinese are using war- 
planes in the battle. 

The Chinese also are believed 
fighting rebels at Saka, 125 
miles north of Katmandu. The 
town, 15,140-feet high, coim- 
mands an important pass on the 
main East-West highway across 
Tibet.

The exhibition of modern 
woodeut prints brought over 
from China—the larger China 
of the continent, not the 
tight little island of Talwan-—is 
extremely disappointing. My 
discontent does not arise from 
any anticipation of some 
thing greater or better. On the 
contrary, I expected far less, or 
almost nothing. I hardly dared 
to hope that amidst the welter 

aadtie reconstruction of 
“the great leap forward” there 
would be any time or energy 
left for frivolous preoccupations 
with art per se. It wae to be 
expected that art, like all the 
other efforts of Chinese lifé, 
should be directed toward the 
single and central concentration 
of building a new nation on the 
ruins of ancient China. 


Art as “social realism,” or art 
in the service of a powerful 
gocial and political force, that 
was to be taken for granted; 
but this service need not inevi- 
tably lead to complete debility 
of the art-impulse. There are 
numerous examples in the long 
stream of art history where 
similar service, or even enslave- 
ment, Of art produced its own 
counterpoint of proud, dictato- 
rial, gph pp tine ones 

Much o lan, mh pre 
Roman Imperial, Hellenistic, 
tlie te rages Czarist and 

poleonic art is anything but 
free in spirit. If we value these 
arts today, if we can overcome 
our resentment of the domineer- 
Yng and inhuman restraints,. it 
is because these epochs found 
pans forceful, virile farms and 


patterns to serve as equivalents 
of the imposed subject matter. 
In the China of today there 
could be and should be a pow- 
erful and imaginative art. All 
the ancient techniques of the 
grand Chinese art tradition had 
been sleepwalking for ak 
most 200 years, waiting for the 
c awakening of a fresh 
national stirring. If these tradi- 
tional approaches are not to the 
taste of a hot-headed youth, 
then all the fruits of a new 
European art-revolution were 
ready to be transmitted to the 
service of a social revolution. 


In modern China there might 
well occur a fusion or a new 
resolution arising out of the 
dynamic qualities of the expres- 
sive Chinese ink line and the 
bold black-and-white patterns, 
newly confronted by West- 
ern ideas of Expressionist color, 
of Futurist kinetics, of Purist 
simplifications, of Constructivist 
visualization, and of the unlim- 
ited imaginative flights opened 
by scientific products and in- 
sights. “Socialist realism” 
might really become a cauldron 
in which these ancient and 
modern ingredients could blend 
into an art form to nourish 


Ins eos gee 
and creative advance, the wood- 
cut prints indicate a reaction- 
ary, pedantic, and bioodiess 
retreat to outworn forme 
fashionable in a small corner of 
a small period in European 
graphic art.

|Numerous Exports to U.S. 
Now Restricted by Quotas | 


By SHELDON WESSON 


A familiar pattern is reassert- 
ing itself. xports of rubber 
footwear to the United States 
have multiplied in volume in 
the past two or three years. 
American manufacturers of, 
similar articles are complaining. 
They have had a conference 
with interested Congressmen 
and threaten to seek tariff in- 
creases through a petition to 
the U.S. Tariff Commission. 


The reaction shows an equal- 
ly familiar pattern. The Japa- 
nese Embassy in Washingt 
Gaimusho. here, MITI and e 
relevant trade associations are 
in a fine flutter. Immediately, 
there is an offer to restrict ex- 
ports, if only the Americans 
will say which items bother 
them and what they think such 
restrictions should be. 

At this writing, the export 
quota for transistor radios is 
still in the works; and the sew- 
ing machine quota system is 
about to be expanded to include 
zig-zag types not now restricted. 

The interests of American ini- 
porters in some products con- 
trolled by quotas are obviously 
divided. Some favor semaliéer 
shipments to hold up prices, 
especially where they already 
hold an important segment of 
the market; others want larger 
ne ments, hoping to expand 

eir own portion of the market.

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NEW YORK STOCKS 

NEW YORK ({AP)—The stock 
market faltered and turned mixed 
Thursday after three consecutive 
days of big gains this week.

Japan Eyes 40-Hour Plan as ILO Opens Session in Geneva 


A proposal to triple national 
holidays appears sensational 
enough to make superfluous its 
association with a rather thrill- 
ing political figure—Liberal- 
Democrat Ichiro Kono. But 
the proposal did come from this 
man and it could have remain- 
ed in the spotlight but for the 


Socialists stirring a larger con- 
troversy over the rity 
Treaty. 


That, however, is not to say 
that the triple-holiday ange wr 
is now dead. It just lies dor- 
mant for the moment, but may 
be roused any time. For in- 
stance, the annual mecting of 
the International Labor Organi- 
zation now in session at Geneva 
is expected to adopt at least a 
recommendation for a shorter 
working week. Japan, as an 
ILO member, must give due at- 
tention to its resolution before 
considering the proposal to In- 
crease national holidays in any 
drastic manner.

It must be acknowledged that 
the 40-hour week, though de- 
manded by some labor unions, 
is not generally considered feasi- 
ble immediately. .The five-day 
week, of course, means four 
more days off from a month in- 
stead of two days.

WASHINGTON — Presidential 
aides confide that the atmos 
re around the White Mouse 
been so gloomy since Ike re- 
turned from Paris that they 
almost walk through the cor 
ridors on tiptoe. 

The President has been ter- 
ribly depressed by the summit 
failure, feels that he not only 
failed to chalk up a notable

Eisenhower has always been

Eisenhower is a realist 
and knows that historians will 
deal with the summit confer- 
ence as one of the most import- 
ant chapters in his career and 
the chapter will not be favor- 
able. 

Ike has been so depressed 
that he has talked about giv- 
ing up his trip to the Far East. 
Secretary of State Herter has 
cheered him up, however, by 
telling him that the trip is more

Why Russians Suspect Dulles 

In the wartime archives of 
the State Department are some 
cables from Joe Stalin which 
throw significant light on why 
the Russians are so suspicious 
of anything performed by Cen- 
tral Intelligence chief Alien 
Dulles, including the U2 flights 
over Russia. : 


Allen Dulles, when 
American spy in Switzerland 
during the war, got mixed up 
in a bitter controversy between 
the United States and Ruasia. 
It occurred just before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt died in April 
1945 and may have contributed 
to his death. 


What happened was that 
Allen Dulles’ OSS men had re- 
ceived overtures from the Ger- 
man Army in Italy for a sep- 
arate peace with the Allies. 
The Russians were informed, 
but not Included in the truce 
talks. This infuriated Stalin. 
He charged that the United 
States and England were mak- 
ing a separate peace with Ger- 
many and Maly so the German 
Army could be transferred from 
Italy to the Polish front to put 
up greater resistance against 
the Russians: In one of the 
most savage telegrams sent to 
Roosevelt at any time during 
the war, Stalin said: 

“My military colleagues. . . 
do not have any doubts that the 
German commander of the 
western front, Marshal Kes 
selring, has to open up 
the front and permit the Anglo- 
American troops to advance to 
the east, and the Anglo-Ameri- 
cans have promised in return 
to ease for 
peace terms. 

“As a result of this, at the 
present moment, the Germans 
on the western front in fact 
have ceased the war inst 
England and the United roa 
At the same time the Germans 
continue the war with Russia, 
the ally of England and the 
United States.” 

Roosevelt sent frantic cables 
of assurance that the United 
States and England cofitem- 
erg no separate peace and 

talin finally calmed down. 
The last cable Roosevelt sent, 
however, on April 12, the day 
he died, was to Ambassador 
Averell Harriman in Moscow 
stating: “It is my desire to con- 
sider the Berne misunder- 
standing a minor incident.” 

Allen Dulles, then in charge 
of OSS operations in Berne, was 
in no way to blame. He was 
merely carrying out orders. 
However, the Russians have 
been suspicious of him ever 
since, and their suspicions in- 
creased over his handling of the 
U2 flights. 

Note—The above incident also 
gives insight into why the U.S. 
Army was stopped at the River 
Elbe to permit the Russian 
Army to get to Berlin first. 
Stalin had been so suspicious 
that we wanted to get to Berlin 
first that Eisenhower pacified 
him by deliberately stopping 
the American drive at Potsdam 
ust outside of Berlin and 

ringing the American Army 
back. to the River Elbe. The

Less Efficient 

It may be right to take this 
comparison as indication that 
some Japanese are working 
heyond reasonable limits. But 
it is not right to think the Japa- 
nese are really more hard-work- 
ing than Americans, Germans 
and Britishers. Japanese may 
be working longer but less ef- 
ficiently. 

Another writer in this news- 
paper once faithfully repro 
duced a long telephone conver- 
sation in a business firm, which 
is made up 99 per cent of courte- 
ous but idle talk. That kind of 
instance of Japanese inefficien- 
cy may be multiplied, if one 
wishes to. 

Moreover, there is the Inevi- 
table overtime work. It is in- 
evitable not always because 
seasonal expansion of work 
must be processed by regular 
manpower, but sometimes be- 
cause the workers consider 
overtime allowances as part of 
their necessary income. This 
kind of practice means dishon- 
esty on the part of workers and 
ineptness on the part of man- 
agement. But it must be admit- 
ted that it exists in Japan. 

According to Government 
statistics, overtime work last 
year averaged 20.8 hours per 
month. What part of this figure 
is really necessafy and what 

rt is perennial remain wun- 

nown, but Japan must try to 
eliminate whatever nnial 
overtime work there and at 
the same time assure a reason- 
able income to Workers before 
hoping to reduce the regular 
working hours. 

At Crossroads 

Japanese are less sensitive to 
waste of time, perhaps because 
manpower is abundant and also 
because various facilities are 
not yet. quite sufficient to en- 


top sure efficiency. But other Asians 


may think that the Japanese are 
always rushed. Personally, I re- 
member a remark by an Indian 
that he thought Tokyo and Ber- 
lin were the places in 
the world. 

So Japan now finds herself at 
the crossroads in the process 
of industrialization. In the ori- 
ginal Asian atmosphere, time 
passes slowly as if retarded by 
the eternal presence of Brahma. 
But if Japan fully accepts the 
busy Western pace, it may well 
indicate that Japan Will have 
passed the point of no re 
turn in the path of westerniza- 
tion. General acceptance of a 
shorter working week must 
mean a busier, more efficient 
life, in which people must work 
more like a machine than a 
poor, resigned Asian peasant. 

Efficiency is good but it must 
be made certain that the effici- 
ent work will serve something 
really worthwhile. In other 
words, the question may be for- 
mulated as: what will the work- 
ers do in their leisure time if 
a shorter week is 
adopted. 

A TV manufacturer is known 
to be an advocate of the five- 
day week. His business sense 
is admirable, but if there is 
nothing other than. television 
to take up leisure time, Japan 
would be a poor country in- 
deed.

The decision of the two 
South American countries to 
submit their dispute to the 
Queen arises from a _ treaty 
signed in 1881 which provided 
for the submission of disputes 
between them to a third party 
agreeable to both. Fifteen 
years later they signed another 
treaty specifying that the third 
party should be “the Govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty.” 
Thus Queen Victoria was called 
on to arbitrate on a disputed 
portion of the long frontier be- 
tween the two couptries. If 
Queen Elizabeth follows ‘the 
precedent set by her great 
great grandmother she will ap 
point a tribunal to investigate 
and report.on the dispute and 
its commendations will then be 
passed to her for decision. If 
she approves, her decision will 
be reported to’the two Govern- 
ments, which will then, accord. 
ing to the treaty, be bound 
by it.
